Desert Tea (Ephedra califomica) 
is a common shrub of the Desert 
of the Palms. 
It is a member of the 
family Gnetaceae, which is a mem­ 
ber of the 
Gymnospcrmae. 
Two 
families, 
the 
Pinaceae 
and 
the 
Gnetaceae, of the Gymnospcrmae 
are represented in Southern Califor­ 
nia and of the Gnetaceae only one 
genus, Ephedra, is represented; four 
species are found, two of these. 
Ephedra californica and 
Ephedra 
nevadensis are found on our desert, 
the former quite common, the latter 
less so. 


One hardly thinks of Desert 
Tea as being a member of the 
Gymnospermae and bearing 
a 
fruiting cone. 
However, that 
is the case. 
The cone is quite 
small. 
Only two of the gym- 
nosperms, Ephedra californica 
and Ephedra nevadensis, grow 
on the desert at the lower ele­ 
vations; Juniperus californica, a 
juniper, grows on the desert 
mountain slopes. 
The juniper 
is a member of the pine family. 
It is common on the mountain 
slopes back of Palm Springs. 


There are a number of scientific 
names in the first two paragraphs but 
when one becomes accustomed to 
them they are quite as easy to use 
as the names of persons. In our ev­ 
ery day conversation we use terms 
just as difficult as most of the scien­ 
tific terms, but they are 
familiar, 
hence we think nothing of their fre­ 
quent use. 
Scientific terms carry a 
specific meaning, making accuracy 
easier to attain. 
However, 
many 
persons are not familiar with sci­ 
entific jargon and for that reason I 
have refrained from using it as much 
as possible. 
It is far from difficult 
to write of scientific facts, without 
using scientific terms than it is to 
use scientific terms carrying a defi­ 
nite and clear meaning. 


Professor Rollin D. Salisbury 
of the University of Chicago 
was inclined to convey his idea 
of writing, to his students in the 
advanced courses of geology, by 
repeatedly 
saying 
that 
one 
should write, not so he would 
be understood but that he could 
not be misunderstood. A diffi- 
’* 'Yirlr goal. 
I lis text books are 
concrete examples of his success 
in attaining that goal; they are 
readable and the wording is ac­ 
curate. 


A recent book, "A Manual of 
Southern 
California 
Botany" 
by 
Philip A. Munz, Professor of Bo­ 
tany, Pomona and Claremont Col­ 
leges, identifies the flora of South­ 
ern California. 
This book should 
be owned by every person interest­ 
ed in desert flora. 
It is a technical 
book but any person, sufficiently in­ 
terested in the flora of our desert, 
can become acquainted with the 
key to the families and in time learn 
to 
identify 
our 
common 
desert 
plants. 
Professor Munz is an au­ 
thority in his particular field of bo­ 
tany and his book is the best and 
the most usable for identifying our 
desert flora. 


If you are not familiar with 
the “General Key to the Fam­ 
ilies,” select a plant, the identity 
of which you are positive, then 
look for it in the index; then 
turn to the detailed description 
and study the plant’s character­ 
istics; then turn to the key to 
the families and practice locat­ 
ing the family to which the par­ 
ticular plant belongs. 
After lo­ 
cating the family, practice locat­ 
ing the plant by 
genus 
and 
species. 
If you acquaint your­ 
self with family characteristics 
you will proceed with greater 
sureness and speed in the identi­ 
fication of a particular species. 


Do 
not overlook 
the 
section, 
“Meaning of Specific Names.” There 
you will find the meaning of many 
of the species names and incidently 
an education in the derivation of 
many of our words. 
This fascinat­ 
ing section is delightful when one 
begins to put two and two together 
in the meaning of words. 


I read with interest the ac­ 
count in one of the metropoli­ 
tan papers of the completion of 
the silt survey of the Colorado 
river. 
Each time I 
see

silt

It is a severe indictment upon the law and 
order enforcement of the United States of Amer­ 
ica that one of its most illustrious sons, Colonel 
Charles Lindbergh, felt that he was compelled to 
leave this country and settle in a foreign land in 
order to protect the lives of his loved ones. 
It has come to a jiretty pass when so useful a 
citizen as Lindbergh literally flees his native land 
in the interest of the safety of his child. 
What is the United States going to do about 
this kidnaping business—this hellish racket that 
has grown up like a thistle in the wheat? Noth­ 
ing much. 
Colonel Lindbergh and his wife have fled to 
England with their three-year-old son Jon to pro­ 
tect the baby from kidnapers. 
The Lindberghs left secretly Saturday night 
on a boat on which they will be the only passen­ 
gers. 
The press was informed that the colonel was 
determined to remain in England permanently, 
if necessary, for Jon’s protection. 
He had been 
disturbed recently by the revival of publicity in 
the case of Bruno Richard Hauptmann, who was 
convicted of kidnajiing and murdering his first 
son, Charles Augustus, Jr. 
It is believed that in England the Lindbergh’s 
will go to the home of Mrs. Lindbergh’s brother- 
in-law, Aubrey Neil Morgan, who lives in Cardiff, 
Wales. Morgan, whose late wife was Miss Eliza­ 
beth Morrow, and who is believed to be visiting 
in China, has sjient considerable time in this coun­ 
try at the estate of Mrs. Lindbergh’s mother, Mrs. 
Dwight W. Morrow, in Englewood, N. J. 
As to the reasons for the Lindberghs’ decision 
to move from their homeland, it is exjilained that 
they had been worried over the new deluge of 
threats, which have become so numerous as the 
day of Hauptmann’s execution approaches. They 
had become concerned not only for their son’s im­ 
mediate safety, but feared that in this country he 
nt»ver would be able to u r o w up normally. 
The Lindberghs apparently long had discuss­ 
ed moving from this country, but one recent inci­ 
dent, particularly, decided them to wait no longer, 
it was indicated. 
The 3-year-old boy, Jon, was being driven 
home from nursery school by a maid when a large 
automobile containing several men crowded their 
car to a stop at the curb. They jumped out of the 
car with cameras, swiftly took pictures 
of the 
child, and raced away. 
The terrified nurse and child went home un­ 
molested, but Jon was not sent to school any more 
after that. 
The Lindberghs do not intend to give up their 
American citizenship, but are prepared to remain 
in England permanently, if necessary to assure 
their son the normal life that he should have. 
They concluded that so long as they remain­ 
ed in this country their household would be sur­ 
rounded by an atmosphere of fear, which the child 
could not help sensing. 
The precautions necessary for his safety, they 
felt, would make it impossible for him to have the 
freedom which a healthy, growing boy needs. As 
he became older, the problem of his 
schooling 
would become increasingly difficult. 
The Lindberghs chose England for their 
abode, it was said, because they felt that there 
they would be safest and least molested; that 
there the jieople had greater respect for law than 
any other place in the world. 
So, we say, shoot at sunrise every devil who 
kidnaps for ransom; or who murders along with 
the rest of his operations. 
And may the sun rise early!

A POLITICAL IS S U E ? 
There has been some discussion in the press 
regarding the commutation of the sentence 
of 
Richard L. Hargreaves who, as president of the 
First National Bank of Beverly Hills, was convict­ 
ed of crooked banking after its failure. The Sen~ 
eral opinion seems to be th at Hargreaves should 
not be favored any more than any other convicted 
criminal—he should get w hat is coming to him. 
In his trial he was defended by McAdoo’s firm and 
after conviction, an appeal in the supreme court 
for probation was denied. It is claimed that while 
fighting his case lie was kept in the county jail, 
never having been sent to McNeil’s Island. In jail 
he was treated more as a guest than a prisoner, 
using it only as a hotel at night, and was permit­ 
ted to enjoy various other liberties not given other 
prisoners. It is presumed disposal of his case was 
agreed upon when the President was out here in 
September—anyway, the outcome is that Har­ 
greaves has been let off with one year in jail, be­ 
ing given credit for several months while waiting. 
While it may be simply a coincidence and may 
have no bearing on the case, it is also pointed out 
that Hargreaves is a son-in-law of the late Wil­ 
liam Jennings Bryan, has been prominent in the 
social set in the metropolitan area and has been 
a power in politics. But—no m atter who or what 
Hargreaves was or is, he unquestionably broke 
the bank to serve his own desires, taking money 
that belonged to other people. Most people be­ 
lieve the law should favor no one and that all who 
break it should be made to pay the penalty alike 
—whether banker or pauper. 
To the vast m a­ 
jority the Hargreaves affair appears as an unjust 
discrimination in favor of a criminal who should 
have been punished according to his guilt. — Up­ 
land News.

Seasonal decline in beer consum p­ 
tion has resulted in continued cu rtail­ 
ment of state revenues from beverage 
taxes, which am ount to $141,513.13 for 
N ovem ber in contrast with $153,988.31 
for October. 
This was revealed 
at 
Sacram ento by John C. Corbett 
of 
j San Francisco, member of the S tate 
Board of Equalization, when assess­ 
m ents were completed against 
633 
brew eries, w ineries and Im porters on 
account of sales made last month. 
"A ugust m arked the peak of these 
taxes for th e year,” said Corbett. “In 
that m onth th e total revenue 
from 
this source w as $192,229.23, of which 
$160,S90.42 cam e front the two cent 
per gallon tax on beer. 
"In Septem ber the total tax drop­ 
ped to $159,S63.89, due to a decline in 
the beer tax to a figure of $124,219.32. 
By O ctober th e total was down 
still 
further, w hen only $109,414.96 was as­ 
sessed on b eer sales.” 
F u rth er analyzing the trend in bev­ 
erage taxes, Corbett finds th at 4,342,­ 
964 gallons of beer were included in 
the N ovem ber assessm ent, 
resulting 
in state revenue of $S6,859.28. 
“Substantial increases in wine sales 
last m onth offset this loss to some ex­ 
tent,” he explained, “so th at instead 
of a $23,000 drop in reevntte betw een 
October and November 
the 
decline 
was only $12,500. 
This was due 
en­ 
tirely to gains in the sale of 
still 
wines which amounted to 2,509,795 
gallons last m onth as compared with 
2,001,921 gallons in October. 
"Sparkling wines, taxed 
a t 
three 
cents per pint in contrast with 
the 
two cents p er gallon rate for still 
wine and beer, were responsible for 
$4,457.94 of th e beverage tax for No­ 
vember. 
T h ere was a decrease 
of 
2,566 pints in com parison with the pre­ 
ceding m onth, and a 
corresponding 
drop of $76.98 in the revenue.

The proposed program to divert sub­ 
standard prunes from norm al chan­ 
nels of trade to other uses as a m eans 
of im proving returns to grow ers and 
encouraging exports and dom estic con­
